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Report  of  the  Deputy  Minister 


The  Deputy  Minister  of  Education  provides 
leadership  and  direction  for  all  activities  of  the 
department.  This  includes  the  development  of 
major  plans,  programs  and  budgets  and  the 
administration  and  management  of  divisions  and 
branches. 

The  Deputy  Minister  acts  on  behalf  of  the  Minister 
of  Education  as  required  and  advises  the  Minister 
through  regular  and  ad  hoc  consultations. 

The  Deputy  Minister  also  represents  Alberta 
Education  and  the  government  of  Alberta  in 
discussions  with  officials  of  other  governments  and 
agencies  and  with  officials  of  national  and 
international  organizations  and  institutions. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  a  complete 
reorganization  and  restructuring  of  Alberta 
Education  took  place.  This  resulted  in  a  more 
functional  and  streamlined  organization  and  the 
improved  delivery  of  services. 

As  part  of  the  departmental  reorganization, 
specific  responsibilities  were  decentralized  to  the 
Regional  Offices.  These  included  Early  Childhood 
Services,  review  of  private  schools  and  the  review 
and  approval  of  work  experience  programs. 

During  the  past  year,  the  focus  of  Alberta 
Education  has  been  on  making  the  necessary 
changes  to  set  new  directions  and  plans  for  the 
1980s.  As  part  of  this  development,  several  key 
activities  were  undertaken. 

A  major  initiative  of  the  department  was  the 
review  of  all  aspects  of  Student  Evaluation  for 
Grade  12  students,  including  reconsideration  of 
optional  comprehensive  exams.  The  review 
resulted  in  the  development  of  a  proposal  for 
mandatory  subject-based  diploma  exams. 

A  program  of  departmental  planning  sessions  was 
undertaken  in  order  to  consider  various  initiatives 
and  to  develop  long  and  short  term  strategic  plans. 

A  program  of  improved  communications  both 
within  the  department  and  with  the  public  was 
undertaken.  This  was  accomplished  by  an 
increased  emphasis  on  meeting  with  various 
groups,  explanations  of  programs  and  policies  and 
prompt  and  immediate  response  to  concerns 
identified. 


A  major  focus  of  the  department  was  to  develop 
initial  policies  for  the  evaluation  of  all  aspects  of 
the  education  system,  including  students,  teachers, 
schools,  school  systems  and  programs. 

And  a  shift  in  the  emphasis  of  departmental 
operation  took  place;  to  providing  direction 
through  the  development  of  effective  policies  and 
guidelines  rather  than  through  direct  regulation. 

Communications

It  is  the  responsibility  of  this  branch  to  coordinate 
departmental  public  relations  in  order  to  inform 
the  public  about  the  policies,  programs  and 
services  provided  by  Alberta  Education. 
Information  is  provided  through  various 
communications  tools,  including  newsletters,  news 
releases,  brochures,  video  productions  and  slide 
shows. 

Branch  staff  provide  public  relations  consultation 
as  well  as  editorial,  graphic  and  print  production 
services  to  all  areas  of  the  department. 

The  Communications  Director  coordinates  the 
province-wide  activities  of  Education  Week  and 
chairs  the  Provincial  Education  Week  Committee, 
which  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  other 
educational  associations. 
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Division  of  Program  Development 


Report  of  the 

Assistant  Deputy  Minister 

The  division  of  Program  Development  was  one  of 
four  divisions  established  under  the  January  1, 
1983  reorganization  of  Alberta  Education.  The 
seven  branches  operating  within  this  division  are: 
Curriculum,  Early  Childhood  Services,  Language 
Services,  Special  Educational  Services,  Computer 
Technology  Project,  Media  and  Technology  and 
Teacher  Certification  and  Development. 

The  mandate  of  the  division  is  to  develop  the 
content  and  requirements  of  educational  programs. 
This  responsibility  has  many  direct  impacts  on  a 
student's  educational  experience.  It  includes 
program  expectations  for  children  entering  the 
formal  education  system  in  early  childhood 
programs;  the  choice  and  approval  of  curricula 
and  learning  resources;  standards  of  certification 
for  teachers;  programs  for  students  who  require 
special  attention;  the  acquisition  and  use  of 
technology  by  teachers  and  students;  and  the 
development  of  school  programs  in  languages 
other  than  English,  especially  French. 

Major  responsibilities  of  the  division  include 
developing,  implementing  and  monitoring  policies 
relating  to  the  development,  content  and 
requirements  of  educational  programs.  This  action 
ranges  from  creative  and  research  activities  that 
are  required  to  determine  the  content  and 
requirements  of  programs,  to  maintenance  and 
enhancement  of  existing  programs. 

Other  responsibilities  and  achievements  of 
individual  branches  are  detailed  specifically  in  the 
descriptions  which  follow. 
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Curriculum  Branch 


Report  of  the  Director 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Curriculum  Branch  to 
identify  the  objectives  of  basic  education  in 
Alberta  and  translate  them  into  programs  of  study. 
Once  this  has  been  done,  the  branch  is  also 
involved  in  the  production  of  curriculum  guides 
for  each  subject,  recommendations  of  textbooks 
and  resource  materials  and  the  identification  and 
production  of  instructional  material  and  service 
publications  for  distribution  to  school  systems. 

The  branch  also  provides  the  content  specifications 
for  provincial  achievement  tests  and  diploma 
examinations. 

During  1982-83,  the  branch  was  involved  in  the 
revision  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  programs 
in  Business  Education,  Home  Economics  and 
Industrial  Education. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Curriculum  Policies 
Committee,  the  Study  of  School  Programs  for 
Alberta  Natives  was  completed.  The  study  was 
commissioned  in  January,  1982  as  a  step  towards 
improving  native  education  in  schools  within  the 
province's  jurisdiction.  The  findings  of  this,  and 
the  department's  earlier  Native  People  in  the 
Curriculum  report,  led  to  the  removal  by  the 
Minister  of  several  social  studies  texts  from 
authorized  resource  lists.  These  were  texts  that  had 
been  identified  in  the  report  as  being  particularly 
deficient  in  their  portrayal  of  native  people. 

Several  major  developmental  activities  were 
undertaken  by  the  branch,  including  a  computer 
literacy  program,  an  interdisciplinary 
environmental  education  project  and  procedures 
for  evaluation  of  computer  courseware. 

During  the  period,  a  position  paper  on  school 
libraries  was  completed.  Major  revisions  to  the 
elementary  health  and  physical  education 
programs,  the  Junior- Senior  High  School 
Handbook  and  the  Elementary  Program  of  Studies 
were  also  completed. 

In  addition  to  these  major  branch  activities,  work 
within  the  individual  subject  areas  is  reported  as 
follows: 


Mathematics,  Science 

and  Environmental  Education 

Revisions  were  completed  to  the  elementary 
mathematics  program  of  studies,  for  mandatory 
implementation  in  September,  1982.  As  a 
requirement  for  the  optional  implementation  of 
revised  courses  in  Mathematics  30  and  33,  piloting 
of  the  revised  outlines  was  completed. 

After  its  approval  by  the  Curriculum  Policies 
Committee,  a  plan  to  reduce  the  instructional  time 
for  elementary  science  was  assessed  for  its  impact. 
This  reduction  was  part  of  an  overall  undertaking 
to  revise  the  interim  program  of  studies  for 
mandatory  implementation  in  September,  1983. 

In  the  sciences,  a  pilot  program  of  studies  for  the 
Biology  10,  20  and  30  series  was  completed,  as 
were  the  needs  assessment  instruments  for  Physics 
10,  20  and  30  and  the  upward  extension  of  the 
Science  11  series. 

A  series  of  elementary  mathematics  projects,  in  the 
areas  of  problem  solving  and  Logo  applications  in 
mathematics,  were  also  initiated. 

Language  Arts  and  Fine  Arts 

Two  major  position  papers  were  presented  to  the 
Curriculum  Policies  Committee.  The  first  discussed 
a  proposal  to  increase  the  amount  of  time  spent  on 
Language  Arts  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  school 
levels.  The  second  paper  proposed  a  requirement 
for  one  fine  arts  course  in  each  of  Grades  7,  8  and 
9  and  one  fine  arts  course  in  senior  high  school. 

Curriculum  committees  were  appointed  to  revise 
the  junior  and  senior  high  school  music  programs. 

This  section  of  the  branch  was  involved  in 
coordinating  the  revision  of  elementary  and 
secondary  art  programs  in  preparation  for  piloting; 
the  development  of  a  new  elementary  drama 
program;  and  the  piloting  of  additional  language 
arts  resources  for  elementary  and  junior  high 
schools. 

Piloting  and  final  selection  of  novels  and  non- 
fiction  resources  for  senior  high  school  language 
arts  programs  were  completed  during  this  period. 

Contributions  were  made  to  the  design  and 
development  of  a  Canadian  literature  television 
project,  being  prepared  in  conjunction  with  the 
Council  of  Ministers  of  Education,  Canada. 


Practical  Arts 


Social  Studies 


This  section  includes  business,  driver  and  traffic 
safety  education,  home  economics,  industrial  and 
work  experience  education. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  this  section  was 
actively  involved  in  the  revision,  completion  and 
distribution  of  several  curriculum  guides,  including 
those  for  junior  and  senior  high  school  industrial 
education,  vocational  education  and  senior  high 
school  home  economics. 

Pilot  studies  were  completed  for  the  senior  high 
school  home  economics  and  business  education 
curricula  and  the  junior  high  school  business 
education  keyboarding  curriculum. 

A  learning  resources  committee  for  business 
education  was  established  and  revised  manuals  for 
industrial  and  work  experience  education  were 
completed  and  distributed. 

Staff  were  involved  in  the  completion  of  the  initial 
phase  of  the  Telidon  distance  education  project 
and  in  carrying  out  the  Industrial  Education 
ventilation  study. 

During  the  same  period,  the  curriculum  for  Driver 
and  Traffic  Safety  Education  10  was  updated  and 
distributed;  and  several  newsletters  were  written 
and  published  in  industrial  and  business  education 
and  home  economics. 

Media 

This  section  of  the  Curriculum  Branch  was  active 
in  coordinating  the  evaluation  and  priority  ranking 
of  all  branch  project  proposals  for  ACCESS 
production  and  acquisition;  as  well  as  monitoring 
the  progress  of  ACCESS  projects  and  investigating 
and  resolving  any  major  developmental  problems. 

By  obtaining  agreement  with  British  Columbia  and 
Manitoba,  the  Alberta  model  for  computer 
courseware  evaluation  was  approved  as  the 
interprovincial  standard  for  such  activity.  The 
standing  agreement  among  the  three  provinces  to 
share  freely  all  learning  resource  evaluation  data 
will  now  be  extended  to  include  computer 
courseware. 

In  cooperation  with  ACCESS  and  Regional  Office 
film  centres  in  Zones  2,  3  and  6,  a  video 
demonstration  research  project  was  initiated.  The 
project  is  scheduled  for  completion  after  this 
reporting  period,  when  a  report  and 
recommendations  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Minister. 


During  this  period,  the  Social  Studies  Inservice 
Project  was  successfully  completed.  Under  the 
auspices  of  this  project,  more  than  20,000  social 
studies  teachers  across  the  province  took  part  in  an 
experimental  "peer-based"  approach  to  curriculum 
implementation. 

This  section  was  responsible  for  developing 
departmental  policies  to  implement  the 
recommendations  from  the  report  Native  People  in 
the  Curriculum,  including  procedures  for 
deauthorization  of  deficient  learning  resources. 

Learning  resources  were  produced  for  the  social 
studies  curriculum  in  Grades  3,  4,  6,  9  and  12, 
using  Alberta  authors.  They  were  mainly  produced 
through  Canadian  publishing  houses. 

Health  and  Physical  Education 

As  part  of  the  major  revisions  to  the  elementary 
health  and  physical  education  programs,  several 
activities  were  undertaken.  These  included 
development  of  videotapes  for  teacher  inservice  in 
both  programs;  as  well  as  publishing  an  interim 
elementary  health  program  and  an  elementary 
health  teacher's  resource  manual. 

During  this  period,  the  staff  also  became  involved 
in  aspects  of  secondary  programs  through 
initiating  development  of  a  health  component  and 
identifying  objectives  for  physical  education. 
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Early  Childhood  Services        Language  Services 


Report  of  the  Director 

The  Early  Childhood  Services  (ECS)  branch  of 
Alberta  Education  deals  with  the  physical,  social, 
emotional  and  intellectual  needs  of  young  children 
and  their  families.  In  concert  with  ECS  operators 
across  the  province,  the  branch  is  responsible  for 
developing,  implementing,  evaluating  and 
maintaining  programs  to  meet  those  needs. 

This  includes  planning  and  implementing 
coordinating  structures  at  the  provincial,  regional 
and  local  levels;  informing  ECS  operators  of 
regulations,  policies  and  approval  requirements  for 
the  issuance  of  grants;  and  coordinating 
responsibilities  shared  with  other  branches  and 
divisions  of  the  department. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  ECS  Policy 
Advisory  Council  was  established  to  provide 
advice  to  the  Ministers  of  Education,  Advanced 
Education  and  Social  Services  and  Community 
Health  on  issues  related  to  the  delivery  of  early 
childhood  services. 

As  part  of  branch  development  activities,  four 
video  programs  and  supporting  print  materials 
were  produced.  Done  in  conjunction  with 
ACCESS,  this  material  discussed  the  social, 
emotional,  self-concept  and  nutritional  dimensions 
of  ECS  programs. 

The  branch  was  responsible  for  producing  and 
field-testing  a  physical  development  inservice 
guide.  The  guide  is  designed  to  assist  ECS  staff  in 
more  effectively  implementing  the  physical 
development  dimensions  of  ECS  programs.  As 
well,  three  major  ECS  publications  were  produced 
in  French  for  use  by  staff  and  parents  of  children 
in  French  language  ECS  programs. 

Annual  reviews  were  conducted  with  the  nine 
school  boards  designated  as  system  operators. 
Programs  were  approved  for  362  operators 
involving  1,024  centres.  Approval  was  given  to 
2,283  "Category  A"  (handicapped)  applications 
and  381  Program  Unit  Grant  applications  for  deaf, 
blind  and  dependent/severely  handicapped 
children.  These  approvals  represented  percentage 
increases  of  36  and  25  respectively  over  the 
previous  year.

The  major  responsibilities  of  the  branch  are  to 
plan,  develop  and  implement  instructional 
programs  in  languages  other  than  English  and  to 
make  these  programs  readily  accessible  to  students 
across  the  province. 

The  branch  is  also  involved  in  planning, 
developing  and  implementing  second  language 
programs  including  English  as  a  Second  Language. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  French  language 
education  section  was  involved  in  developing  eight 
social  studies  teaching  units.  These  units  were 
subsequently  translated,  adapted  and  piloted  in 
schools. 

A  bibliography  of  French  reading  materials  at  the 
elementary  level  was  published  and  the  curriculum 
specifications  for  the  Grade  6  French  language  arts 
programs  were  developed. 

The  French  Language  Regulations  were  revised  and 
the  branch  assisted  Edmonton's  World  University 
Games  by  producing  some  of  the  Universiade  '83 
materials  in  French. 

In  Ukrainian  language  education,  several  resource 
materials  were  produced.  These  included  the  final 
edition  of  the  curriculum  guide  for  Ukrainian 
language  arts  (Grades  1  to  6);  the  Ukrainian 
translation  of  the  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Guide; 
and  some  of  the  Universiade  '83  materials  in 
Ukrainian.  The  final  editions  of  teaching  units  for 
Ukrainian  language  arts  (Grades  1  to  3)  were  also 
produced. 

During  the  reporting  period,  this  section  was 
involved  in  a  feasibility  study  for  the  development 
of  learning  resources  in  Ukrainian  language  arts 
and  in  the  extension  of  the  Ukrainian  Bilingual 
Program  to  Grade  10. 

Considerable  development  and  production  activity 
also  took  place  in  the  Second  Languages  section  of 
the  branch  during  this  period.  This  included 
curriculum  guides  for  the  three  year  Ukrainian 
program  and  the  three  year  Spanish  program  (both 
for  Grades  10  to  12);  English  as  a  Second 
Language  administrative  guidelines  for  Alberta 
schools;  and  a  monograph  on  English  as  a  Second 
Language  learning  resources. 

The  branch  approved  23  special  project  proposals 
under  the  joint  federal-provincial  programs  for 
bilingualism  in  education  and  allocated  154 
teaching  position  grants  for  English  as  a  Second 
Language. 
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Spedal  Educational  Services 


Report  of  the  Director 

Students  who  are  handicapped,  whether 
physically,  mentally  or  emotionally,  have  special 
educational  needs  not  always  met  by  regular 
educational  programs.  The  Special  Educational 
Services  branch  is  responsible  for  developing  the 
policies  which  result  in  the  initiation,  maintenance 
and  improvement  of  educational  programs  to  meet 
those  special  needs. 

The  branch  provides  all  aspects  of  special 
educational  services,  including  the  areas  of 
counselling  and  guidance,  programs  for  sensory 
multihandicapped,  grant  approvals  and  supervision 
of  extension  programs  in  basic  education  that  are 
operated  by  school  boards. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  special  educational 
programs  of  study  and  curriculum  guides  were 
developed  for  the  educable  and  trainable  mentally 
handicapped,  the  dependent  handicapped,  visually 
impaired  and  the  hearing  impaired. 

A  special  education  handbook  for  teachers  was 
prepared  and  the  Task  Force  Report  on  Gifted  and 
Talented  Pupils  in  Alberta  was  completed. 

A  branch  report  addressed  a  review  of  programs 
and  services  for  learning  and  behaviorally  disabled 
students  in  Alberta.  A  study  was  also  made  of 
screening  and  assessment  practices  for  severely 
handicapped  children. 

Revisions  were  made  to  the  special  education 
grants  statement.  Guidelines  and  applications  for 
program  unit  grants  were  also  revised. 


Applications  were  reviewed  and  processed  for  the 
placement  of  handicapped  students  in  out-of- 
province  schools.  Funding  approval  was  provided 
for  the  placement  of  handicapped  students  in 
private  schools.  These  activities  were  undertaken 
in  conjunction  with  arrangements  made  through 
local  school  jurisdictions  to  provide  services. 

The  branch  approved  500  Program  Unit  Grants 
for  952  students  who  were  severely  physically, 
medically  and/ or  profoundly  mentally 
handicapped,  deaf,  blind  and/or  dependent 
handicapped. 

The  Special  Educational  Services  branch  was 
involved  in  processing  the  applications  of  those 
eligible  to  provide  services  under  the  Learning 
Disabilities  Fund  regulations.  During  1982-83,  the 
branch  was  also  responsible  for  maintaining, 
updating  and  distributing  a  list  of  personnel 
included  on  the  Learning  Disabilities  Fund 
Registry.  As  a  result  of  the  department's 
reorganization,  this  function  is  now  being 
performed  by  the  Teacher  Certification  and 
Development  branch. 
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Computer 
Technology  Project 


Media  and  Technology 


Report  of  the  Director 

The  Computer  Technology  Project  was  established 
on  April  1,  1982  with  a  large  mandate  covering  all 
aspects  of  providing  computer  technology  in 
education.  This  mandate  includes  providing 
educational  software  (courseware)  clearinghouse 
services  for  Alberta  schools;  planning, 
coordinating  and  delivering  inservice  activities  for 
teachers,  administrators  and  trustees;  administering 
activities  of  the  Minister's  Task  Force  on 
Computers  in  Schools;  and  maintaining 
communications  with  high  technology  industries, 
both  computer  hardware  manufacturers  and 
software  developers  and  distributors  in  order  to 
keep  abreast  of  developments  in  the  field. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  considerable  time  was 
spent  in  completing  the  project's  operational 
requirements  in  terms  of  staff,  space  and 
equipment. 

Clearinghouse  staff  were  involved  in  developing 
software  search  and  evaluation  processes  and 
policies;  training  evaluators;  and  making 
evaluation  results  available  to  Alberta  educators. 
Approximately  250  mathematics  courseware 
packages  were  evaluated  during  the  reporting 
period  and  evaluation  training  sessions  were  held 
for  teachers  of  mathematics,  science  and  special 
education. 

During  the  period,  the  project's  inservice  manager 
conducted  more  than  100  workshops  and  seminars 
throughout  the  province.  Most  of  the  sessions 
involved  the  use  of  the  project's  demonstration 
microcomputers. 

Project  staff  were  involved  in  getting  funding  from 
education  departments  in  five  provinces  and  the 
Northwest  Territories.  The  funding  will  be  used  in 
a  research  study  to  determine  courseware 
cataloguing  needs  and  procedures.

Alberta  Education's  Media  and  Technology  branch 
was  established  as  part  of  the  major  reorganization 
of  the  department.  Under  the  new  structure, 
budgeting  provision  was  made  for  the  branch  to 
become  operational  on  April  1,  1983. 

The  primary  responsibility  of  the  Program 
Development  Division  includes  policies  relating  to 
the  development  and  approval  of  the  contents, 
requirements  and  financing  of  education  programs. 
Within  this  responsibility  the  Media  and 
Technology  branch  has  two  major  roles.  These  are 
to  improve  and  enhance  the  availability  and 
technical  quality  of  media  resources  for  learning 
and  to  improve  the  applications  of  technology  in 
instruction  and  learning.

Report  of  the  Director 

The  major  responsibilities  of  the  Teacher 
Certification  and  Development  branch  involve  the 
evaluation  of  teaching  credentials  and  the  issuance 
of  certificates;  the  maintenance  of  files  on  teacher 
professional  studies  and  services;  and  the  provision 
of  consultative  services  to  Alberta  Education, 
school  jurisdictions,  teachers  and  other  educational 
groups  on  matters  associated  with  teacher 
certification  and  development. 

The  branch  also  evaluates  the  credentials  of 
foreign  high  school  students  wishing  to  study  in 
Alberta.  Secretarial  and  consultative  services  are 
provided  to  the  Certification  Referral  and  the 
Certification  Appeal  Committees.  Furthermore,  the 
branch  has  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the 
Learning  Disabilities  Fund  Registry.  Credentials  of 
applicants  wishing  to  provide  diagnostic  services  to 
school  systems  are  evaluated  to  determine  the 
applicant's  eligibility  to  be  placed  on  the  Registry. 

During  the  period  of  1982-83,  branch  staff  were 
involved  in  a  variety  of  certification  and 
development  activities.  Inservice  meetings  with 
local  jurisdictions  were  held;  follow-up  reports  on 
the  Theory  to  Practice  report  were  developed; 
certification  policies  and  procedures  were  reviewed 
and  consolidated  into  one  manual;  a  review  of 
Early  Childhood  Services  policies  and  procedures 
was  undertaken  in  consultation  with  the  Early 
Childhood  Services  branch;  and  the  certification 
regulations  pertaining  to  citizenship  and  initial 
certification  were  monitored. 

The  branch  updated  its  library  collection  by 
acquiring  a  major  microfiche  collection  of  U.S. 
and  foreign  university/college  calendars.  Many 
inhouse  reference  documents  were  microfiched  and 
catalogued  to  facilitate  evaluations. 
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Division  of  Program  Delivery 


Report  of  the 

Assistant  Deputy  Minister 


The  division  of  Program  Delivery  was  one  of  four 
divisions  established  under  the  January  1,  1983 
reorganization  of  Alberta  Education.  The  branches 
operating  within  this  division  are  the  five  Regional 
Offices  of  Education  in  Edmonton,  Calgary, 
Grande  Prairie,  Red  Deer  and  Lethbridge;  the 
Alberta  Correspondence  School,  the  Alberta 
School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Support  Programs 
branch  (including  the  Educational  Opportunities 
Fund,  School  Food  Services,  Educational  Exchange 
and  the  Community  Schools  Program). 

The  major  responsibility  of  the  division  of 
Program  Delivery  is  program  implementation.  This 
includes  the  provision  of  administrative,  personnel 
and  planning  services  in  support  of  the 
implementation  of  education  programs  and  direct 
services  to  students  in  Early  Childhood  Services 
through  Grade  12. 

Additional  responsibilities  of  the  Assistant  Deputy 
Minister  include  participating  with  the  Minister, 
Deputy  Minister  and  other  Assistant  Deputy 
Ministers  in  activities  involving  policy 
development. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  Assistant  Deputy 
Minister  served  as  chairman  of  the  steering 
committee  for  the  reorganization  of  Alberta 
Education  and  coordinated  the  formation  of  the 
new  division  of  Program  Delivery. 


He  was  also  responsible  for  overseeing  the 
completion  of  the  new  facilities  for  the  Alberta 
Correspondence  School  in  Barrhead  and 
coordinating  the  move  of  school  staff  and 
equipment  from  Edmonton  to  the  new  site. 

The  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  served  as  a  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Alberta  Planning  Board,  chairman 
of  the  Alberta  Planning  Board  Finance  Committee 
and  served  on  the  Alberta  Teachers'  Association 
Teacher  Salary  Qualifications  Board. 

He  coordinated  the  approval  and  monitoring  of  all 
private  schools  in  the  province  through  the  five 
regional  offices;  coordinated  the  drafting  of 
provincial  evaluation  policies  for  systems,  schools 
and  teachers  and  was  involved  in  the 
implementation  of  the  new  Northland  School 
Division  Act. 

During  this  period,  changes  in  the  program  and 
administrative  structure  of  the  Alberta  School  for 
the  Deaf  were  effected,  in  response  to  declining 
student  enrolment  at  the  school.

The  Edmonton  Regional  Office  of  Education  is 
involved  in  the  coordination  of  services  that  are 
available  to  schools  and  school  systems  in  Zones  2 
and  3  from  the  branch,  division  and  department. 

The  Regional  Office  assists  the  department  in  its 
continuing  assessment  of  levels  of  achievement 
across  the  province  by  its  involvement  in  the 
evaluations  of  students,  schools,  school  systems 
and  teachers.  In  addition,  staff  are  involved  in  the 
development  of  policies  and  procedures  for 
teacher,  school  and  system  evaluation  and 
relationships  between  private,  public  and  separate 
school  systems. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  office  conducted 
zone  surveys  on  transportation  and  busing; 
buildings  and  facilities;  organization  and 
administration. 

Assistance  was  provided  to  jurisdictions  without 
the  services  of  a  superintendent  in  terms  of 
administration  and  advisory  services. 

The  office  was  involved  in  a  variety  of  activities 
with  schools  and  school  systems,  including 
providing  assistance  regarding  school  facilities,  the 
planning  of  construction  funding  and  restoration 
programs;  the  organization  and  development  of 
libraries  and  instructional  materials  centres;  the 
organization  and  development  of  learning 
assistance  centres;  and  the  implementation  of  new 
curricula. 

Comprehensive  evaluations  were  completed  in  18 
schools  in  the  zones.  Special  education  evaluations 
were  completed  at  the  Wetaskiwin  Centre,  the 
Yellowhead  School  Division  and  the  County  of 
Vermilion  River.  Library  evaluations  were 
completed  in  two  jurisdictions.  Other  evaluations 
include  a  fine  arts  assessment  in  the  Lakeland 
Roman  Catholic  Separate  School  District;  an 
assessment  of  music  facilities  at  the  St.  Paul 
Regional  High  School;  and  a  status  report  on  the 
French  program  at  St.  Mary's  in  the  Westlock 
Catholic  Separate  School  District. 

As  well,  all  private  schools  in  Zones  2  and  3  were 
inspected  and  reported  upon.

The  Calgary  Regional  Office  of  Education  is 
responsible  for  ensuring  that  school  jurisdictions  in 
Zone  5  comply  with  relevant  provincial  statutes 
and  regulations  with  regard  to  education. 

Its  other  major  responsibilities  include  assisting 
teachers,  administrators  and  school  boards  to 
develop,  implement  and  maintain  school 
programs. 

The  Regional  Office  provides  liaison  and 
communications  between  teachers,  administrators 
and  boards  and  the  various  divisions  of  Alberta 
Education.  Staff  advise  school  boards  and  school 
personnel  on  matters  relating  to  planning, 
budgeting  and  finance. 

Surveys,  investigations  and  evaluations  are  carried 
out  through  the  office.  These  are  done  when 
requested  by  school  boards  and  school  personnel, 
Alberta  Education  or  the  Minister  of  Education. 

Regional  Office  staff  also  served  on  provincial  ad 
hoc  curriculum  committees  and  on  provincial 
curriculum  committees. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  regional  office  staff 
conducted  four  junior  high  school  evaluations  for 
the  Calgary  Separate  School  system;  one  junior 
high  school  evaluation  for  the  Calgary  Public 
School  system;  and  nine  program  evaluations  in 
rural  Zone  5. 

At  the  request  of  school  boards,  three 
administrative  studies  were  conducted. 

Staff  participated  in  a  superintendents'  and 
consultants'  summer  workshop;  conducted  a 
workshop  for  beginning  teachers  and  three 
inservice  sessions  for  school  administrators;  and 
took  part  in  a  computer  software  evaluation 
project. 

The  regional  office  was  involved  in  several 
regulating  functions,  including  the  monitoring  of 
private  schools  and  Educational  Opportunities 
Fund  projects,  accrediting  of  high  schools  and 
monitoring  of  student  achievement  and  testing. 

Information  and  consultative  services  were 
provided  to  superintendents,  school  administrators 
and  teachers  in  the  zones;  and  the  office  produced 
two  newsletters  which  clarified  recent  curriculum 
changes  and  highlighted  emphasis  in  each 
auricular  area.

The  Red  Deer  Regional  Office  of  Education,  a  unit 
of  the  division  of  Program  Delivery,  provides 
administration  and  consultation  services  to  all 
school  jurisdictions  in  Zone  4  of  Central  Alberta. 
Such  reviews  include  providing  regulatory  and 
support  services  to  jurisdictions  in  the 
development,  implementation  and  maintenance  of 
educational  programs  for  students  in  Early 
Childhood  Services  through  Grade  12. 

The  office  is  also  responsible  for  the  development 
and  maintenance  of  cooperative  relations  with 
professional  educators  and  other  educational 
stakeholders  in  the  zone,  for  purposes  of 
communications,  issue  identification  and 
resolution,  priority  setting  and  tactical  planning. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  a  number  of  major 
activities  took  place.  These  included  a  feasibility 
study  for  offering  junior  high  practical  arts  in  a 
county;  an  evaluation  of  a  county's  gifted  student 
program;  nine  investigations;  evaluation  of  the 
programs  offered  in  eight  zone  schools;  review  and 
approval  of  all  secondary  school  programs  in  the 
zone;  establishment  and  monitoring  of  curriculum 
pilot  programs  being  tested  in  the  zone; 
representation  on  departmental,  interdepartmental, 
interdisciplinary  and  other  committees;  and 
frequent  contact  with  school  and  system 
authorities  and  the  public  on  educational  matters.

The  major  responsibilities  of  the  Grande  Prairie 
Regional  Office  of  Education  include  appraising 
and  reporting  on  the  performance  of  schools  and 
school  authorities  in  their  delivery  of  educational 
programs  and  services,  and  ensuring  that  school 
authorities  comply  with  relevant  provincial  statutes 
and  regulations. 

Additional  responsibilities  include  providing 
information  and  advice  on  programs,  services, 
statutes,  regulations,  intents  and  policies; 
psychoeducational  assessment  of  students  with 
learning  difficulties  and  consultation  with  teachers 
and  parents  with  respect  to  remediation  of  these 
difficulties;  and  participating  in  the  development  of 
improved  programs  and  services  at  both  the 
provincial  and  Zone  1  levels. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  regional  office 
conducted  evaluations  of  five  schools  in  the  zone; 
and  evaluations  on  the  request  of  school 
jurisdictions  in  specific  programs  such  as  the  junior 
high  school  science  program,  elementary  and 
junior  high  school  language  arts  and  junior  high 
school  mathematics  programs. 

The  boards  of  education  in  the  Grovedale  School 
District  and  Fairview  School  Division  were 
provided  with  superintendency  services. 

All  private  schools  in  the  zone  were  inspected  and 
reported  upon. 

The  regional  office  staff  were  involved  in  assisting 
the  Student  Evaluation  branch  with  the 
development  of  the  comprehensive  examinations 
and  the  provincial  achievement  tests  for  students 
in  Grades  3,  6  and  12. 

The  Explorations  in  Career  Planning  programs 
were  organized  in  schools  throughout  the  zone  and 
information  about  the  computer-assisted  career 
counselling  program  "Choices"  was  distributed. 

Staff  conducted  713  formal  psychoeducational 
assessments  of  students. 

In  terms  of  committee  representation,  the  Grande 
Prairie  Regional  Office  was  involved  with  planning 
committees  of  various  organizations;  provincial  ad 
hoc  or  curriculum  coordinating  committees  and 
Alberta  Education  reorganization  committees. 

Inservice  sessions  were  conducted  for  teachers  and 
administrators  in  the  areas  of  English,  social 
studies,  science,  mathematics,  Early  Childhood 
Services,  fine  arts,  guidance,  health,  library  and 
media,  special  education  and  administration.

The  mandate  of  the  Lethbridge  Regional  Office  of 
Education  is  to  appraise  and  report  on  the 
performance  of  schools  and  school  authorities  in 
their  delivery  of  educational  programs  and 
services;  and  to  ensure  that  school  authorities 
comply  with  relevant  provincial  statutes  and 
regulations. 

Additional  responsibilities  included  providing 
information  and  advice  on  programs,  services, 
statutes,  regulation  intents  and  policies,  and 
participating  in  the  development  of  improved 
programs  and  services  at  both  the  provincial  and 
Zone  6  levels. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  evaluations  were 
conducted  in  eight  schools  in  the  zone. 

Staff  were  involved  in  assisting  the  Tri- System 
Hutterite  Educational  Opportunities  Fund 
Curriculum  Project  in  the  development  of  locally 
adapted  curricula  and  programs  for  use  in 
Hutterite  colony  schools. 

The  boards  of  education  in  the  County  of  Forty 
Mile  and  the  County  of  Vulcan  were  assisted  with 
the  recruitment  of  superintendents  of  schools. 

The  regional  office  participated  in  the  Rural 
Special  Education  Outreach  Project  by  acting  on 
its  steering  committee.  This  project  involved  the 
University  of  Lethbridge  and  rural  school  systems 
in  the  western  part  of  the  zone. 

Staff  served  on  committees  involved  with  the 
reorganization  of  Alberta  Education  and  were 
involved  with  decentralization  of  various 
responsibilities  to  the  regional  office  level  including 
Educational  Opportunities  Fund  and  Work 
Experience  approvals,  approvals  of  private  schools 
and  budget  control.  The  office  was  also 
represented  on  provincial  ad  hoc  and  curriculum 
coordinating  committees  in  senior  high  school 
English,  biology,  social  studies  learning  resources, 
mathematics,  fine  arts  and  computer  literacy. 

All  private  schools  in  the  zone  were  inspected  and 
reported  upon. 

Inservice  sessions  were  provided  for  teachers  and 
administrators  at  staff  meetings  and  professional 
development  days.  These  sessions  included  the 
fields  of  English,  social  studies,  science, 
mathematics,  Early  Childhood  Services,  student 
evaluation  and  administration. 

The  regional  office  assisted  the  Student  Evaluation 
branch  with  the  development  and  administration 
of  the  comprehensive  examinations  and  the 
achievement  tests  in  Grades  3,  6  and  12.

The  Alberta  Correspondence  School  provides 
educational  services  to  students  who  are  unable  to 
receive  regular  classroom  instruction  and  develops 
educational  materials  for  correspondence  courses 
for  Grades  1  to  12.  The  school  also  provides 
upgrading  courses  to  prepare  adults  for  entry  into 
high  school  diploma  or  matriculation  courses. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  total  school  enrolment 
was  27,807  students.  The  school  experimented  with 
teleconferencing  with  students  in  Grades  5  and  6  as 
part  of  a  program  to  improve  the  means  of 
delivering  services  to  the  student  population. 

As  part  of  the  school's  continuing  experiment  in 
the  use  of  new  educational  technology,  the  Telidon 
method  was  used  for  the  delivery  of  Mechanics  12 
and  staff  received  inservice  training  on  the  use  of 
microcomputers  in  education. 

The  move  of  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School 
to  Barrhead  from  Edmonton  necessitated  special 
activity  during  the  reporting  period.  Assistance 
was  provided  to  staff  planning  to  relocate  with  the 
school,  as  well  as  to  staff  looking  for  other 
employment.  The  new  school  building  and 
furniture  layout  required  considerable 
collaboration  with  the  architect,  contractor  and 
project  manager. 

A  new  organization  structure  was  implemented  at 
the  school,  necessitating  the  recruitment  of  three 
new  management  staff  and  six  senior  teachers. 

A  study  of  the  school's  administrative  systems  was 
completed,  resulting  in  the  recommendation  of  a 
stand-alone  computer  system  for  the  school  in 
Barrhead. 

The  school  assisted  in  the  sponsoring  of  the  Rural 
Safety  Essay  competition,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Alberta  Safety  Council. 

To  encourage  communication  with  other  national 
and  international  correspondence  institutions,  a 
biannual  newsletter  was  inaugurated. 
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Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf    Support  Programs 


Report  of  the  Superintendent 

The  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf  provides 
educational,  child  care  programs  and  related 
services  to  a  student  population  of  deaf  children 
ranging  in  age  from  3  to  18. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  a  comprehensive 
evaluation  was  undertaken  of  the  administration 
and  program  delivery  at  the  school. 
Recommendations  for  changes  were  in  the  process 
of  implementation  at  the  time  of  this  report. 

Group  meetings  were  initiated  with  Alberta 
College,  NAIT,  Grant  MacEwan  Community 
College  and  the  University  of  Alberta.  These  were 
intended  to  assist  students  in  making  a  smooth 
transition  from  the  school  to  post-secondary 
education. 

The  school  organized  and  hosted  the  first  Western 
Canada  Tournament  for  Provincial  Schools  of  the 
Deaf.  The  Alberta  School  for  the  Deaf  topped 
other  Western  Canadian  schools  in  overall 
standings  in  academic,  sports  and  cultural  events 
and  outscored  the  other  schools  by  a  wide  margin 
in  the  academic  quiz. 

Total  student  population  in  1982-83  was  134, 
including  those  students  in  the  junior, 
intermediate-senior  and  pre-vocational  programs.

The  mandate  of  the  Support  Programs  branch  is 
to  implement  policies  and  programs  designed  to 
support  educational  activities  in  the  schools  of  the 
province.  The  major  programs  in  the  branch 
include  the  Educational  Opportunities  Fund  (EOF) 
Compensatory  Program;  Educational  Exchange; 
Community  Schools  and  School  Food  Services. 

EOF  Compensatory  Program 

This  is  a  funding  program  which  supports 
compensatory  educational  funding  for 
disadvantaged  students  in  selected  areas  of  the 
province.  Eligibility  for  the  funding  is  determined 
on  the  basis  of  local  wealth  and  degree  of 
educational  disadvantage  within  the  jurisdiction. 

In  1982-83,  this  program  operated  in  30  school 
jurisdictions.  Four  urban  jurisdictions  operated 
compensatory  educational  programs  designed  to 
meet  the  special  needs  of  urban  native  students. 

The  funding  program  operates  on  a  four-year 
cycle.  1982-83  was  the  second  year  of  the  current 
cycle. 

Educational  Exchange 

The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  provide 
opportunities  for  Alberta  students  and  teachers  to 
participate  in  exchange  experiences.  These  are 
designed  to  expand  educational  programs  and,  in 
the  case  of  teachers,  increase  professional 
competence. 

During  1982-83,  80  Alberta  high  school  students 
participated  in  the  annual  Alberta-Quebec  student 
exchange  program.  The  exchange  period  in  each 
province  was  13  weeks. 

An  Interchange  on  Canadian  Studies  conference  in 
St.  John's,  Newfoundland  was  attended  by  20 
Alberta  high  school  students. 

A  total  of  108  Alberta  classrooms  participated  in 
Project  Canada,  a  classroom  twinning  program 
which  pairs  Ontario  classrooms  with  classrooms  in 
other  provinces.  About  50  Alberta  classrooms 
were  twinned  with  classrooms  in  the  province  of 
Quebec. 

Teacher  exchanges  were  arranged  with  the  United 
Kingdom,  the  United  States,  Australia,  Ontario 
and  Quebec;  Alberta  teachers  were  assisted  with 
participation  in  European  Summer  seminars  for 
educators.

School  Food  Services 


This  program  functions  in  cooperation  with  four 
other  government  departments  to  develop 
coordinated  initiatives  in  community  schools  and 
community  education.  Its  other  major 
responsibility  is  to  implement  the  Alberta 
Community  School  Program  Position,  which 
encourages  the  development  of  community  schools 
in  receptive  Alberta  communities. 

The  program  publishes  an  information  exchange 
newsletter  10  times  annually.  Known  as  Linkage, 
this  newsletter  offers  suggestions  on  good 
community  school  practices  for  the  information  of 
all  those  interested  in  the  concept. 

During  1982-83,  12  new  designated  community 
schools  were  added  to  the  previous  total  in  the 
province,  making  a  new  total  of  56  designated 
community  schools  in  Alberta. 

The  Executive  Director  of  Community  Schools 
worked  with  another  54  schools  —  including  29 
declared  community  schools  —  toward  completion 
of  community  school  charters. 

During  the  period,  a  community  school  self-help 
service  was  implemented.  This  allows  principal 
teachers  to  request  a  confidential  external 
evaluation  which  is  designed  to  improve  the 
community  school  standards. 

A  comprehensive  process  kit  was  developed  for 
the  use  of  designated  community  schools  friends  in 
helping  to  create  community  school  charters. 


School  Food  Services  is  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  up  to  3,500  lunches  each  school  day 
in  30  communities  throughout  northern  Alberta. 
These  lunches  provide  from  one-third  to  one-half 
of  the  students'  daily  nutritional  requirements. 

Each  community's  lunch  program  is  jointly 
administered  by  School  Food  Services  and  a  local 
incorporated  society  from  the  client  community. 

During  1982-83,  562,000  lunches  were  provided 
and  64  part-time  kitchen  staff  worked  62,000 
hours. 

As  part  of  the  program,  28  part-time  bookkeepers 
were  employed  to  distribute  and  record  the  funds; 
and  143  board  members  were  involved  in  the 
administration  of  the  overall  program.

Assistant  Deputy  Minister 

The  Assistant  Deputy  Minister,  Finance  and 
Administration  provides  leadership  and  direction 
for  activities  related  to  financial  and  administrative 
services  in  support  of  Alberta  Education  programs. 

These  services  include  the  general  administration  of 
an  operational  and  capital  budget,  including  grants 
to  school  systems  (in  excess  of  $1  billion),  and  the 
general  management  and  supervision  of  Financial 
Operations  and  Planning,  Administrative  Support 
and  Information  Services,  School  Business 
Administration  Services,  School  Buildings  Services, 
departmental  Personnel  Services  and  the  School 
Book  Branch. 

The  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  advises  the  Deputy 
Minister  and  the  Minister  through  regular  and  ad 
hoc  consultations  and  acts  as  Deputy  Minister  in 
the  absence  of  the  Deputy  Minister  or  designates. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  grants  processing 
system  was  reviewed  for  the  purpose  of  possible 
simplification  and  deregulation,  as  well  as  to 
identify  new  and  more  efficient  ways  for  the  claim 
and  payment  of  grants,  without  loss  of  equity  in 
funding. 

Recommendations  were  implemented  from  the 
Program  Deregulation  Report  and  the  Report  of 
the  Task  Force  on  Decision-Making  and  Planning. 
Further  to  those  reports,  school  finance  regulations 
were  reviewed  with  a  view  to  further 
decentralization  and  deregulation. 


A  review  was  also  undertaken  of  the  grants  and 
claims  information  processing  system.  The  intent 
of  this  review  was  to  develop  system  requirement 
definition,  alternatives  of  system  design  and  the 
implementation  of  recommended  alternatives. 

As  a  result  of  the  departmental  reorganization, 
necessary  expenditure  and  control  procedures  were 
developed  and  established.  This  was  of  particular 
application  to  the  new  focus  on  decentralization  of 
authority  and  responsibility.  Operational  and 
structural  decisions  were  implemented,  particularly 
those  relating  to  the  activities  of  the  division. 

The  division  was  also  involved  in  the  development 
of  departmental  policies  governing  administrative 
support  services,  office  automation,  financial  and 
personnel  management  and  the  delivery  of 
information  services  within  the  department.

Report  of  the  Director 

In  its  relationship  with  schools  and  school 
jurisdictions,  the  School  Business  Administration 
Services  branch  is  responsible  for  the  planning, 
development,  recommendation  and  implementation 
of  department  policies,  procedures  and  regulations 
governing  the  financial  and  administrative 
operations  of  local  school  authorities.  The  branch 
also  advises,  assists  and  monitors  local  school 
authorities  on  matters  relating  to  school  business 
administration. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  branch  staff  monitored 
and  examined  the  budgets  and  financial  statements 
of  local  school  authorities,  including  the  financial 
operations  of  private  schools  and  Early  Childhood 
Services  operators.  In  other  activities  with  local 
school  authorities  across  the  province,  agreements 
were  processed  and  approved  and  debentures  and 
short  term  capital  loans  were  approved. 

School  system  central  office  reviews  were 
conducted,  as  were  transportation  reviews  and 
surveys,  and  related  reviews  and  investigations  at 
the  direction  of  the  Minister  and  other  senior 
officials  of  the  department. 

Branch  staff  were  involved  in  the  development  and 
preparation  of  ministerial  orders,  regulations  and 
amendments  to  statutes.  These  pertained  to 
matters  such  as  the  establishment  of  school 
districts,  boundary  changes,  rural  transportation, 
capital  borrowing  and  the  distribution  of  corporate 
assessment. 

Providing  advice  and  assistance  on  a  variety  of 
school  business  topics  was  a  major  branch  activity 
during  the  reporting  period.  These  activities 
included  work  with  local  school  authorities  on 
matters  relating  to  budgets,  financial  planning, 
capital  projects,  local  administrative  policy 
development,  and  the  selection  of  school  business 
and  administration  personnel.  Advice  and 
assistance  was  also  provided  to  authorities,  client 
or  referent  groups  and  the  general  public  in  the 
interpretation  and  application  of  provincial 
statutes,  regulations  and  orders  governing  the 
financial  and  administrative  operations  of  local 
authorities.

This  branch  of  Alberta  Education  provides 
planning  and  financial  assistance  in  the 
construction  and  restoration  of  school  facilities; 
and  administers  the  School  Buildings  Act,  the 
School  Buildings  Regulation,  the  Tendering 
Regulation  and  related  programs. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  396  capital  budget 
projects  and  2,104  modernization  and  Building 
Quality  Restoration  Programs  (BQRP)  were 
reviewed  and  processed.  The  branch  inspected 
1,600  new  construction  and  building  quality 
restoration  projects. 

Branch  staff  conducted  regional  seminars  and 
attended  local  school  board  meetings  to  explain 
details  of  the  new  funding  policy,  school 
modernization,  the  BQRP,  cost  estimating  and 
energy  conservation.  They  held  over  300  meetings 
with  various  groups  and  school  boards  to  discuss 
administrative  and  planning  programs. 

Studies  were  conducted  on  the  deregulation  of  the 
BQRP,  the  New  Funding  Program  and  the  School 
Buildings  Regulation.  New  programs  were  drafted 
to  replace  the  New  Funding  Program  and  the 
BQRP,  which  expired  after  this  reporting  period, 
on  December  31,  1983. 

As  part  of  the  Project  Space  study,  floor  plans 
were  prepared  for  all  existing  schools  in  the 
province  and  developed  for  all  new  schools. 

The  branch  also  administered  an  Energy 
Conservation  Program  and  implemented  energy 
conservation  projects  in  six  administrative  zones 
and  84  school  jurisdictions  across  the  province. 

Technical  reports  and  recommendations  on  29 
schools  were  provided  to  school  boards  and  the 
branch  participated  in  three  major  school  facility 
surveys  for  boards. 

The  branch  participated  in  several  other 
departmental  facility  studies  including:  Excess 
School  Space  Study,  Earth  Sheltered  School, 
Convertible  School  Design,  Child  Development 
Centres  in  Grande  Prairie,  Calgary  and  Edmonton, 
Mobile  Labs,  Construction  Cost  Prices  and  Indices, 
Community  School  Facility  Study,  Color  and 
Light  Study,  Vocational  Education  Equipment 
Replacement,  Ventilation  Study  and  Business 
Education  Program.  Participation  in  code  and 
maintenance  studies  included  work  in  jurisdictions 
in  Medicine  Hat,  Lethbridge,  Mountain  View, 
Sturgeon,  Lac  La  Biche  and  Two  Hills. 

Branch  staff  also  made  presentations  on  school 
facility  topics  at  regional  and  international 
conferences  of  the  Council  of  Educational  Facility 
Planners. 


Financial  and 
Administrative  Services 


Report  of  the  Director 

As  senior  financial  officer  of  Alberta  Education, 
the  director  of  this  branch  is  responsible  for 
developing  and  implementing  operational  policies 
and  procedures  necessary  for  effective 
administration  and  management  in  the  areas  of 
financial  and  administrative  services.  This  is  done 
to  ensure  compliance  with  governmental  and 
departmental  policies  and  regulations. 

The  Financial  and  Administrative  Services  branch 
includes  the  areas  of  Financial  Planning,  Finance 
Operations,  Administrative  Support  Services  and 
Information  Services.  The  director  exercises  general 
supervision  and  management  over  these  areas,  as 
well  as  general  direction  over  the  School  Grants 
Regulations  and  School  Foundation  Program  Fund 
Regulations. 

The  report  of  the  branch's  activities  during  the 
period  1982-83  is  broken  down  into  the 
aforementioned  areas  of  responsibility. 

Financial  Planning 

A  review  was  developed  and  established  of  school 
grant  conditions  and  processing  systems.  This  was 
done  for  the  purpose  of  simplifying  and 
deregulating  the  payment  of  school  grants,  while 
maintaining  equity  in  funding.  Other  activity  in 
school  grants  included  improving  the  efficiency  of 
grants  administration  by  defining  the  requirements 
for  a  new  electronic  data  processing  system  and 
generating  alternatives  for  such  a  system. 

In  order  to  incorporate  new  grants  rates  and 
changes  in  grant  conditions,  the  School 
Foundations  Program  Fund  Regulations,  1982  and 
the  Alberta  Education  Grants  Order,  1982  were 
developed  and  drafted.  Various  aspects  of  the 
existing  education  finance  plan  were  also 
researched  and  revised. 

This  area  assisted  in  the  drafting  of  a  description 
of  the  education  finance  structure  in  Canadian 
provinces  for  submission  by  the  Council  of 
Ministers  of  Education,  Canada  to  the 
Organization  for  Economic  Cooperation  and 
Development. 

Finance  Operations 

Finance  Operations  ensures  that  accounting 
structures  and  internal  controls  are  in  accordance 
with  prescribed  government  standards;  coordinates 
and  analyses  departmental  variance  reports  and 
cash  flows;  and  provides  departmental  mail, 
printing  and  stationery  services. 


This  section  of  the  branch  developed  and 
implemented  an  improved  system  for  monitoring 
and  controlling  revenues  and  the  disposition  of 
monies  in  the  departmental  budget  and  the  School 
Foundation  Program  Fund  Trust  account.  As  a 
result  of  the  departmental  reorganization,  an  AFIS 
budget  cost-control  coding  system  was  developed 
for  the  newly  implemented  program  structure 
within  the  department. 

A  major  activity  during  the  year  was  the 
development  of  a  departmental  coding  structure 
for  the  new  Revenue/ Receipts  Information  Control 
System  (RICS)  that  was  implemented  after  this 
reporting  period,  on  April  1,  1983. 


During  the  period  1982-83,  an  office  automation 
unit  was  established,  and  more  extensive  support 
services  were  established,  particularly  in  the  areas 
of  space  accommodation  and  parking. 

This  section  was  responsible  for  the  coordination 
of  space  allocation  required  to  complete  the  intent 
of  the  departmental  reorganization. 


As  part  of  the  department's  library  services,  a 
reading  centre  was  established;  and  a  materials 
preview  room  and  film  preview  room  were 
established  for  the  use  of  curriculum  committees. 

Records  for  the  library's  professional  collection 
were  converted  into  machine  readable  format,  as 
was  approximately  half  of  the  Edmonton  Regional 
Office  curriculum  collection. 

All  records  were  updated  and  a  new  edition  of  the 
Professional  Resources  Catalogue  was  produced 
and  sent  to  all  schools  in  the  province. 

A  Storefront  service  was  established  on  a 
temporary  basis  in  the  departmental  library,  and 
staff  were  involved  in  the  planning  of  its 
permanent  location.  As  part  of  this  service,  194 
proofs  of  age/name  and  59  school  district  histories 
were  provided,  as  was  considerable  telephone 
information.  More  than  23,000  telephone  calls 
were  transferred  within  the  department  and 
government  during  the  period. 

Financial  reports  of  the  operation  of  Alberta 
Education  appear  in  the  annual  Estimates  of 
Expenditure  and  in  the  Public  Accounts. 

Financial  summaries  of  the  operations  of  school 
boards  and  Early  Childhood  Services  operators  are 
printed  separately.

School  Book  Branch  Administration  Services 


Report  of  the  Director 

The  School  Book  Branch  is  responsible  for 
ensuring  the  provision  of  an  economic,  non-profit 
source  of  supply  of  prescribed,  recommended  and 
support  educational  materials  to  school  systems 
and  the  public  of  Alberta. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  branch  made  net 
sales  of  $19,848,772,  an  increase  of  $4,654,416  or 
30.6  per  cent  over  the  previous  fiscal  year.  A 
breakdown  of  sales  indicates  $10,127,211  for 
prescribed  resources,  $3,030,297  for  recommended 
resources,  $2,780,530  for  microcomputers, 
$375,746  for  special  orders  and  $3,534,988  from 
the  NAIT  and  SAIT  bookstores. 

The  branch  administered  the  subsidy  of  textbook 
rental  plans  operated  by  school  boards.  The 
amount  of  the  subsidy  was  $2,501,421. 

The  third  phase  of  a  four  phase  installation 
program  to  computerize  branch  operations  was 
completed,  and  a  new  fiscal  year  transportation 
contract  was  implemented.  This  contract  called  for 
925  tonnes  of  school  books  to  be  delivered  from 
Eastern  Canada. 

The  branch  completed  22  special  distributions  on 
behalf  of  the  Minister,  Alberta  Education  and 
other  government  departments.  These  included 
large  distributions  to  Alberta  schools  consisting  of 
achievement  tests,  comprehensive  exams  and 
Universiade  '83  materials. 

A  third  satellite  bookstore  was  established  in  the 
province,  at  the  Alberta  Vocational  Centre  in 
Calgary.

This  branch  of  Alberta  Education  advises  and 
assists  in  the  interpretation  of  personnel  policies 
and  programs  for  the  staffing,  utilization  and 
treatment  of  all  department  staff;  and  guides  and 
directs  staff  in  the  interpretation  of  regulations  and 
application  of  the  collective  agreements. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  branch  staff  conducted 
89  competitions  and  subsequent  inservice  induction 
sessions  for  new  employees. 

Branch  staff  were  involved  in  the  reorganization  of 
the  department  by  serving  on  committees  and 
implementing  decisions  as  well  as  receiving 
delegated  classification  authority  through  the 
Deputy  Minister's  office  from  the  Public  Service 
Commissioner. 

Positions  for  reclassification,  updates  and  appeals 
were  processed  and  problem  solving  interviews 
were  conducted  in  order  to  resolve  conflict 
situations. 

The  move  of  the  Alberta  Correspondence  School 
to  Barrhead  from  Edmonton  required  considerable 
branch  involvement  in  many  aspects  of  the  move. 
Personnel  Administration  Services  was  particularly 
involved  in  assisting  school  employees  to  relocate 
to  Barrhead;  and  in  assisting  others  to  seek 
alternative  employment  in  Edmonton.

Report  of  the 

Assistant  Deputy  Minister 

The  division  of  Planning  and  Evaluation  is  made 
up  of  three  major  areas:  Planning  Services, 
Student  Evaluation  and  Computer  Systems  and 
Data  Base  Management.  The  Assistant  Deputy 
Minister  is  responsible  for  their  general  supervision 
and  participates  in  all  policy  development  activities 
of  the  department. 

In  addition  to  these  responsibilities,  the  Assistant 
Deputy  Minister  was  chairman  of  the  Minister's 
Task  Force  on  School  Finance;  representative  of 
the  Deputy  Minister  on  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Canadian  Education  Association;  acting 
chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Agency 
for  Instructional  Television;  and  chairman  of  the 
media  committee  of  the  Canadian  Education 
Association. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  Assistant  Deputy 
Minister  was  involved  in  completing  and 
submitting  the  report  of  the  Task.  Force  on  School 
Finance;  preparing  the  Northland  School  Division 
Act;  piloting  a  computer-assisted  career  counselling 
program  in  secondary  schools;  and  evaluating  and 
analyzing  the  Education  North  project. 

The  division  was  involved  in  drafting  procedures 
for  the  management  of  projects,  including  steps  for 
proposals,  preparation,  priorities  and  procedures. 

In  the  area  of  student  evaluation,  a  significant 
number  of  testing  materials  were  developed  and 
administered.  Students  in  Grades  3,  6  and  12  were 
given  achievement  tests  in  the  core  subjects  of 
mathematics,  science  and  language  arts, 
respectively.  Comprehensive  examinations  were 
administered  to  Grade  12  students  in  language 
arts,  mathematics,  history  and  social  sciences  and 
the  physical  and  biological  sciences.  Before  the  end 
of  the  reporting  period,  the  division  was  involved 
in  the  preparation  of  a  discussion  paper  on  the 
introduction  of  compulsory  Grade  12  examinations 
for  the  purpose  of  certifying  student  achievement.

Student  Evaluation 


Report  of  the  Director 

The  reorganized  Planning  Services  branch  consists 
of  five  sections:  Planning;  Program  Evaluation; 
Corporate  Information  Services;  Policy  Analysis 
and  Development;  and  Legislative  Services. 

The  branch  is  responsible  for  improving  the 
effectiveness  and  efficiency  of  departmental  and 
local  school  system  management  by  assisting  in  the 
development  of  annual  and  long  range  plans, 
evaluating  Alberta  Education  programs, 
developing  integrated  information  systems  and 
analytical  capabilities,  developing  and  analyzing 
policies,  reviewing  and  drafting  of  legislation. 

The  evaluation  function,  which  is  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  other  branches  of  the  department 
and  school  jurisdictions,  is  directed  toward 
reporting  on  and  improving  the  quality  of 
programs  and  services. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  a  three  year  school  fin- 
ance review  was  completed,  as  was  an  inventory 
of  ministerial  priorities  and  the  development  of 
departmental  activity  priorities  and  timelines. 

The  planning  section  of  the  branch  also  developed 
proposals  for  the  review  of  secondary  education 
and  for  the  future  role  of  the  Alberta  School  for 
the  Deaf. 

In  Program  Evaluation,  several  reports  were  com- 
pleted, including  that  of  the  Task  Force  on  Gifted 
and  Talented  Pupils  and  the  evaluation  report  of 
the  Education  North  project.  The  section  devel- 
oped a  proposal  for  a  private  school  study  and 
was  active  in  carrying  out  41  further  evaluation 
projects,  some  of  which  are  ongoing.  (These  pro- 
jects included  the  effects  of  color  and  light  on  stu- 
dent behavior;  computer  managed  learning  in  dis- 
tance education;  studies  on  the  gifted  and  talented; 
and  norming  attitudes  toward  the  world  of  work.) 

Staff  in  the  corporate  information  systems  sectior 
piloted  a  computer-assisted  career  counselling 
program  in  secondary  schools  and  continued  the 
development  of  a  prototype  computerized  costing 
model  for  school  programs. 

The  drafting  of  departmental  policies  on  internship 
and  teacher  competency  testing,  day  care  centres 
and  teacher  career  development  was  completed  in 
the  policy  analysis  and  development  section.  Staff 
made  recommendations  on  the  Telidon  distance 
education  projects  and  on  the  final  evaluation 
report  of  the  Education  North  project. 

As  part  of  the  branch's  legislative  service  function, 
a  study  plan  for  review  of  the  School  Act  was  init- 
iated; and  the  Northland  School  Division  Act  was 
reviewed  in  preparation  for  its  revision  in  1984.

The  Student  Evaluation  branch  determines  and 
reports  upon  the  levels  of  student  achievement  in 
Alberta  schools  through  the  development  and 
administration  of  achievement  tests,  comprehensive 
examinations  and  Grade  12  appeal  examinations. 
As  resources  permit,  the  branch  also  makes  test 
materials  and  resources  available  to  schools  to 
ensure  the  quality  of  regular  and  diagnostic  testing. 

The  director  also  chairs  the  Student  Evaluation 
Policies  Committee  and  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
Curriculum  Policies  Committee. 

During  1982-83,  achievement  tests  were  developed 
and  administered  to  students  in  Grades  3,  6  and 
12,  in  the  core  areas  of  mathematics,  science  and 
language  arts,  respectively.  Grade  12  appeal 
examinations  were  developed  and  administered  in 
the  following  subjects:  English,  French, 
mathematics,  social  studies,  biology,  chemistry  and 
physics. 

Comprehensive  examinations  at  the  Grade  12  level 
were  developed  and  administered  to  students 
during  the  period.  These  covered  the  areas  of 
language  arts,  mathematics,  history  and  the  social 
sciences  and  the  physical  and  biological  sciences. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  branch,  General 
Educational  Development  (GED)  tests  were 
administered  to  adults  hoping  to  achieve  high 
school  equivalency. 

The  branch  was  also  involved  in  assisting  with  the 
preparation  of  a  discussion  paper  concerning  the 
introduction  of  compulsory  Grade  12  examinations 
for  the  purpose  of  certifying  student  achievement 
across  the  province.  These  exams  became  known 
as  provincial  diploma  examinations  and  were 
implemented  by  the  Minister  after  the  end  of  this 
reporting  period. 
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Computer  Systems  and 
Data  Base  Management

The  Computer  Services  and  Data  Base 
Management  branch  provides  data  processing 
services,  maintenance  of  student  teacher  records, 
analysis  and  distribution  of  survey  materials, 
statistical  analysis  of  student  and  teacher 
populations  and  the  scoring  and  analysis  of 
standardized  tests  for  schools. 

During  the  period  1982-83,  the  branch  maintained 
academic  records  for  all  students  registered  in  high 
school  courses  across  the  province,  and  the  work 
assignment  records  of  system  personnel  who  held 
teaching  certificates  for  ECS  to  Grade  12. 

The  branch  issued  23,364  high  school  diplomas 
and  68,816  transcripts  of  high  school  records. 

Data  base  systems  were  maintained  in  those  areas 
related  to  enrolments,  school  grants,  school  board 
budgets,  audited  financial  statements,  facilities, 
projects  and  associated  debentures,  school 
programs  and  teacher  personnel. 

The  branch  took  part  in  the  development  of  a 
school  marks  reporting  system  to  be  used  by 
schools  on  a  microcomputer;  continued  the 
development  of  the  revised  students'  record  system 
by  completing  the  first  five  phases  in  the 
development  process;  and  initiated  the 
development  of  an  interim  data  system  to  assist  in 
the  administration  of  the  comprehensive  and  GED 
examinations. 

Schools  and  school  systems  were  assisted  by  the 
provision  of  machine  scoring  services,  item 
analysis  and  norms  for  various  standardized  and 
locally  developed  tests.
